Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert on page 6 of their response that 
the protein referred to in the Orme reference "could only have been the 30 kDa Ag85B (fbpB) protein and not the 32 kDa Ag85A (fbpA) 
protein." However, Applicants arguments teach the limitations of the claim. Claim 27 recites a Mycobacterium tuberculosis 30 kDa protein, 
this corresponds to Applicants arguments that Orme could only have been talking about the 30 kDa protein. Furthermore, any attempt to 
distinguish between the Ag85A and the Ag85B protein is irrelevant, since the claim does not recite any limitation concerning these different 
antigens, rather only a molceular weight. Applicants arguments for the 103 rejection are essentially the same, and have been addressed 
accordingly. Consequently, these rejections are maintained for reasons of record. 
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
